Election/Restrictions 

At least claim 1 Is generic to a plurality of disclosed patentably distinct species 
comprising: 

Species I: Figures 1B-1P 

Species II: Figures 2A-2B 

Species III: Figures 3A-3B 

Species IV: Figures 4A-4B 

Species V: Figures 5A-5B 

Species VI: Figures 6A-6B 
Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species, even 
though this requirement is traversed.
